ing officer of th*1 senate, with regard 
to it and the latter assented to a prop­ 
osition to rush the bill through under 
suspension of rules. Senator Connell. 
of Columbiana, explained to his col­ 
leagues 
that the bill had been de­ 
layed in the house and that the citi­ 
zens 
of East Liverpool were 
very 
desirous of having it made a law as 
earlv a* possible and he asked that 
the rub s be suspended and that the 
bill be engrossed at the clerk’s desk 
and placed on final passage. 
The senate acquiesced and the meas­ 
ure was made a law without a single 
vote being recorded against it. 
The 
referendum 
clause 
was 
inserted, 
which leaves 
the question of regis­ 
tration entirely in the hands of the 
people. The m atter is to be decided 
at an election, and if a m ajority of 
the electors votg in the negative it 
annuls the provisions of the Act.

Screaming from pain the unfortun­ 
ate man fought his way to a point 
out of reach of the roaring blaze and

from burning, though his chest was 
badly scorched.

to his assistance and hurriedly 
took 
him to his home. 
A physician was summoned, who 
found Slonaker's injuries to he of a 
very serious nature. The flesh on his 
face and arms was blackened, his hair 
and eyebrows closely singed and his 
hands and n°ck fearfully seared.

took the doctor until after midnight 
to dress the burns. 
The m an's condition today was en­ 
couraging and. though he suffers

tense pain, it is thought he will re­ 
cover.

Berlin, March 28.—The Associated 
Press has high authority for saying 
that the government of the United 
States has been sounding Germany as 
to how far the latter country would 
go toward maintaining the open door 
in China. 
This inquiry was initiated prior to 
the trip of Admiral Prince Henry of 
Prussia to the United States.

A nice* that 
bad inherited the hearing ear through two centuries of sermonizing and the 
understanding mind by discussing sharp jaunts of doctrine was both fed and 
entertained by the half ethical, half secular discourse which was poured .nit 
every week through the winter iu the cities and larger towns. 
The best 
thought of the time was furnished at tile low est price to each hearer. More­ 
over, people could afford to listen to speculations I rom the weekday platform 
which would not have been tolerated in the Sunday pulpit, 
lf the speaker 
were only attractive, the audience and the lecture committee would take the 
risk of unorthodoxy in religion and politics. 
In 1836 he gathered up the residuum of his lecture thoughts in his first 
book, which he called ‘ Nature.” In a sense it may l>e regarded as the decla­ 
ration of his Ixdlef by a man who discarded creeds. 
It opens with deprecia­ 
tion of the traditionary poetry, philosophy aud religion and att appeal for 
insight and an immediate revelation and "our own works and laws and wor­ 
ship.” “The universe is composed of nature and the soul, of mc and the not 
me. Through me. if I am in childlike sympathy with nature*, the currents of 
universal being flow. 
I am part or parcel of God. 
I am not alone and 
unacknowledged. The grasses of the field nod to me; the boughs wave in the 
storm. 
The resulting delight proceeds from the 
harmony between man aud nature, which always 
wears the colors of the spirit.” 
The essays which follow this first statem ent 
of his central proposition are amplifications and 
restatem ents of it. 
Of the beauty of nature he 
says: “Give me health aud a day and I will make 
the pomp of emperors ridiculous. 
The dawn is 
my Assyria, the sunset and moonrise my Paphos 
and unimaginable realms of faerie; broad noon 
shall be my England of the senses and the under­ 
standing; the night shall be my Germany of mys­ 
tic philosophy and dreams.” 
A little later he 
comes to the idealism which underlies his some­ 
w hat mystical discourse and asks "w hether na­ 
ture outwardly exists” or is the human mind tho 
receiver of certain “sensations which we call sun 
and moon, man anti woman, house and trade? Be nature w hat It may be, it 
is Ideal to me so kmg as I cannot try the accuracy of my senses.” His restate­ 
ment of an old philosophic dogma had at least the fascination of a new 
phrasing, although its practical tests are apt to loosen its hold on common 
minds when they try to call fire and w ater appearances Instead of realities. 
But the sage has his word of protest against burlesque conclusions and insists 
that the question of the absolute existence of nature still remains open, aud if 
reason be stimulated to more earnest vision the surface of things will become 
transparent and their causes and spirits bt* seen through them. 
I his dualism 
of nature he then proceeds to explain and illustrate by the tendency of motion, 
poetry, science and religion, to affect our convictions of the reality of the 
external world. 
Ile concludes by adding that "tile advantage of the ideal 
theory’ over the popular faith is that it presents the world in precisely* that 
view which Is most desirable to the mind,” to lie accepted as it is found 
unquestioningly and as a part of tho lesson we are here to learn. 
Supple­ 
menting these phenomena and the cause and tin* end of their existence is the 
all pervading spirit, the present expositor of the divine mind. 
Tweta’e years were required to sell 500 copies of “Nature,” but its readers 
were many, and the commotion it made corresponded to the strangeness of its 
doctrines. 
These were restated in clearer language before tho scholars of 
H arvard in 1837 in an oration on the ‘‘American Scholar.” which Dr. Holmes 
was pleased to term "our intellectual declaration of independence. 
I lie 
speaker opened with the announcement that “our day of independence, our 
long apprenticeship to the learning of other lands, draws to a close” and took 
up his theme of “Man Thinking” as opposed to the parrot of other men’s 
thoughts. 
"Nature is tho first instructor of this thinking man. then the mind of the 
past in literature and next action in world of affairs, inspiring confidence in 
himself. W ithout deference to the popular cry he is to bide his time and wait 
for the recognition of the future. Nobility is in that which is near and success 
In abiding by the best instincts until the world follows.” 
Here, again, the 
speaker’s personality amounted to more than subsequent meditation on the 
printed report of w hat he said. Lowell declared that "it was an event without 
any former parallel in our literary annals, a scene to be always treasured in 
the mehiory for picturesqueness and inspiration.” 
A leader had arisen who 
was to give a new direction to the thoughts of his comrades and to stir Ins 
antagonist*; to revising their ancient system of defenses. 
As an inspirer and quickeuer of thinking minds Emerson was a special 
providence to American letters. Some considered him as an inscrutable visita­ 
tion of Providence to New England and treated him accordingly, but many 
were inclined to call w hat they could not understand heresy, and what they

His first drillm aster was an 
old French oflieer in Boston. 
From that time on, when not selling 
pots and pans, he spent his time in 
drill. Crockery had lost its charm. 
A 
soldier was born,. The clerk had start­ 
ed on the path to military glory. 
When Fort Sumter was fired upon, 
the young warrior was ready. Though 
still a mere youth, he was competent to 
command. He organiied a company of 
volunteers and borrowed money to 
equip it. 
His extreme youth caused 
the governor of Massachusetts to re­ 
fuse him a captain’s commission, and 
he joined the Federal forces as a lieu­ 
tenant. In a few months he had proved 
his ability and was made captain. 
With the Twenty-second Massachu­ 
setts he joined the Army of the Toto 
mac aud promptly distinguished him­ 
self at Fair Oaks, where he was wound­ 
ed in the foot. General O. O. Howard 
in his report comtnended him for gal 
lant action. The battles Allen’s Farm, 
Savage’s Station, Glendale and Mal­ 
vern Hill followed. Captain Miles was 
in them all. 
General Caldwell, who 
commanded the brigade, praised him 
highly In his official report. 
When the gallantry of Colonel Bar

! first New York.

They could not resist the gracious manner, the j ail(j thirty stand of colors were cap 
benignant face, the sincerity, the optimism, the strong sense, the genial spirit 
and the lofty intellectual flight of the greatest thinker of his time in ins 
country. He appeared as the importer of the outer world’s philosophy and its 
interpreter, as Longfellow had introduced the legendary lore of its poetry. 
Together the two leaders gave the nation an impulse in letters which radiated 
in several directions. 
After the publication of “Nature,” In 1836, he continued to assemble the 
best of bis lectures in the form of essays, a first series in 1841 and a second iii 
1844. These were followed at irregular intervals by "Miscellanies,” “Repre­ 
sentative Men,” "English Traits,” "The Conduct of Life” and others down to 
the "Sovereignty of Ethics” in 1878, twenty-four titles In atiout forty five 
years of production, spanning the second and third quarters of the century. 
Among the volumes of prose which frequently appeared books Of "Poems” 
were issued in 1847 and 1865, with single poems and revisions at other times. 
They cannot be overlooked in any* account of Emerson s literal j wr-rk sinte 
be bas been regarded by some as a greater i>oet than prose writer. Moreover, 
if he baa any higher and choicer thought than common he preferred to put it 
in verse. And to the ordinary reader it will seem that if he had any more 
abstruse and mystical thought than usual he inclosed it In measures and lines 
equally diflicult to comprehend on customary theories of poetic composition. 
The thought is undoubtedly exalted, possibly too sublime for ordinary appre­ 
hension, but even a great poet is limited by the laws of prosody if he alms to 
please the ear of his readers. 
He may say th at thought is of more conse­ 
quence than expression, but not if it is to be understood or if the meter and 
the rhvme are of value in poetry. 
Undoubtedly the popularity of Emerson’s poetry consists in its cheerful­ 
ness first of all. There are beautiful poems which can lie well enough under­ 
stood by any reader to make him feel that both sides of everything were 
bright to the poet. If dark today, it will be sunny tomorrow. Midnight will 
be noon in twelve hours. He believed In the evolution of everything toward 
a better state. 
His sturdy and wholesome love of nature commends his verse to those who 
are in sympathy with its rugged aspects. His “Snow Storm” is next to W hit­ 
tier’s as far as it goes, the "Rhodora” an exquisite flower piece awd the 
"Humble Bee” an ‘‘animated torrid zone” of verse as the U*e itself was of 
insect life. Nothing in the material universe was beyond his interest but he 
looked upon* nothing long. whether flower of the field or star of heaven, 
without a vision of the spiritual truth it symbolized. Of this he was the dear 
eyed seer and a proclaimer to his generation of what he saw.

c e s to rs drove him to break with all 
ecclesiastical restraint and direction and become an independent such a s had 
not been seen in N ew England, lie was the legitimate product of two eel.to­ 
ries of corporate individualism. The feature of It which shocked people was 
that the individual should shake himself clear of the corporation and assert 
his personal Independence. 
He began upon the lyceum lecture platform in the days when it was a sort 
of university extension movement, with the first minds of tin* nation in its 
employ. Information was not of so much account as inspiration. A nice that 
had inherited the hearing ear through two centuries of sermonizing and the 
understanding mind by discussing sharp points of doctrine was both f»*d and 
entertained by the half ethical, half s«*cular discourse which was poured out 
every week through tile winter in tin* cities and larger towns. 
The best 
thought of the time was furnished at tile lowest price to each hearer. 
More­ 
over, people could afford to listvn to speculations from the weekday platform 
which would not have been tolerated in the Sunday pulpit. 
If tho speaker 
were only attractive, the audience and the lecture committee would take the 
risk of unorthodoxy in religion and politics. 
In 1836 he gathered up the residuum of his lecture thoughts in his first 
book, which he called "Nature.” In a sense It may be regarded as the decla­ 
ration of his lielief by a limn who discarded creeds. 
It opens with deprecia­ 
tion of the traditionary poetry, philosophy and religion and an appeal for 
insight and an immediate revelation and ‘‘our own works and laws and wor­ 
ship.” 
"The universe is composed of nature and the soul, of me and tho not 
me. Through me. if I am in childlike sympathy with nature, the currents of 
universal being flow. 
I nm part or parcel of Coil. 
I am not alone and 
unacknowledged. The grasses of the field nod to me; the boughs wave in tile 
storm. 
The resulting delight proceeds from the 
harmony between man and nature, which always 
wears the colors of the spirit.” 
The essays which follow this first statement 
of his central proposition are amplifications and 
restatements of it. 
Of the beauty of nature lie 
says: “Give me health and a day and I will make 
the pomp of emperors ridiculous. 
The dawn is 
my Assyria, the sunset and moonrise my Paphos 
and unimaginable realms of faerie; broad noon 
shall be my England of the senses and the under­ 
standing; the night shall be my Germany of mys­ 
tic philosophy and dreams.” 
A little later he 
comes to the idealism which underlies his some­ 
what mystical discourse and asks “whether na- 
_ 
ture outwardly exists” or is the human mind tho 
merso . 
receiver of certain “sensations which we call sun 
and moon, man anil woman, house and trade? Be nature what it may la*, it 
is ideal to me so long as I cannot try the accuracy of my senses.” His restate­ 
ment of an old philosophic dogma had at least the fascination of a new 
phrasing, although its practical tests are apt to loosen its hold on common 
minds when they try to call fire and water appearances instead of realities. 
Blit the sage lins ins word of protest against burlesque conclusions and insists 
that the question of the absolute existence of nature still remains open, aud if 
reason be stimulated to more earnest vision the surface of tilings will become 
transparent and their causes and spirits bt* seen through them. This dualism 
of nature he then proceeds to explain aud illustrate by the tendency of motion, 
poetry, science and religion, to affect our convictions of the reality of the 
external world. 
Ile concludes by adding that “the advantage of the ideal 
theory over the popular faith is that it presents the world in precisely that 
view which is most desirable to the mind.” to lie accepted as it is found 
unquestioningly and as a part of the lesson we are here to learn. 
Supple­ 
menting these phenomena and the cause aud the end of their existence is the 
all pervading spirit, the present expositor of the divine mind. 
Twek e years were required to sell 500 copies of “Nature,” but its readers 
were many, and the commotion it made corresponded to tin* strangene ss of its 
doctrines. 
These were restated in clearer language before the scholars of 
Harvard in 1837 in an oration on the "American Scholar.” which I>r. Holmes 
was pleased to term “our intellectual declaration of Independence.” 
The 
speaker opened with the announcement that “our day of independence, our 
long apprenticeship to the learning of other lands, draws to a close" aud took 
up his theme of “Man Thinking” as opposed to the parrot of other men s 
thoughts. 
“Nature is tho first Instructor of this thinking man. then tile mind of the 
past in literature and next action in world of affairs, inspiring confidence in 
himself. Without deference to the popular cry he is to bide his time and wait 
for the recognition of the future. Nobility is in that which is near and success 
in abiding by the best instincts until the world follows.” 
Here, again, the 
speaker's personality amounted to more than subsequent meditation on the 
printed report of what be said. Lowell declared that “it was an event without 
any former parallel in our literary annals, a scene to be always treasured in 
the mehiory for picturesqueness and inspiration.” 
A leader had arisen who 
was to give a new direction to the thoughts of his comrades and to stir his 
antagonists to revising their ancient system of defenses. 
As an inspirer and quiekener of thinking minds Emerson was a special 
providence to American letters. Some considered him as an inscrutable visita­ 
tion of Providence to New England and treated him accordingly, but many 
were inclined to call what they could not understand heresy, and what they 
knew was unorthodox they labeled transcendentalism and half hoped they 
should hear more of him. 
They could not resist the gracious manner, the 
benignant face, the sincerity, the optimism, the strong sense, tile genial spirit 
and the lofty intellectual flight of the greatest thinker of his time in ills 
country. He appeared as tho importer of the outer world’s philosophy and its 
interpreter, as Longfellow bail introduced the legendary lore of its poetry. 
Together the two leaders gave the nation an impulse iii letters which radiated 
in several directions. 
After the publication of “Nature," in 183*5, he continued to assemble tile 
best of his lectures in the form of essays, a first series in IMI and a second iii 
1844. These were followed at irregular intervals by “Miscellanies,” “Repre­ 
sentative Men,” “English Traits, 
rite Conduct of Life” and others down to 
the “Sovereignty of Ethics” in 1878, twenty-four titles in al*>ut forty five 
years of production, spanning the second aud third quarters of tin* century. 
Among the volumes of prose which frequently appeared l>ooks of “Poems” 
were issued in 1847 aud 1865, with single poems and revisions at other times. 
They cannot be overlooked In any account of Emerson's literary work since 
be bas been regarded by some as a greater i>oet than prose writer. Moreover. 
if he haw any higher and choicer thought than common he preferred to put it 
in verse. 
And to the ordinary reader it will seem that if lie had any more 
abstruse and mystical thought than usual he inclosed it in measures and lines 
equally difficult to comprehend on customary theories of poetic composition. 
The thought is undoubtedly exalted, possibly too sublime for ordinary appre­ 
hension, but even a great poet is limited by the laws of prosody if he aims to 
please the ear of his readers. 
He may say that thought is of more conse­ 
quence than expression, but not if it is to be understood or if the meter and 
the rhyme are of value in poetry. 
Undoubtedly the popularity of Emerson’s poetry consists in its cheerful­ 
ness first of all. There are beautiful poems which can be well enough under­ 
stood by any reader to make him fend that both sides of everything were 
bright to the poet. If dark today, it will be sunny tomorrow. 
Midnight will 
be noon in twelve hours. He believed in the evolution of everything toward 
a better state. 
His sturdy and wholesome love of nature commends his verse to those who 
are In sympathy with its rugged aspects. His “Snow Storm*' is next to Whit­ 
tier's as far as it goes, the “Rhodora" an exquisite flower piece ami the 
“Humble Bee'’ an "animated torrid zone” of verse as the lice itself was of 
insect life. Nothing in tile material universe was beyond his interest but he 
looked upon nothing long, whether flower of the field or star of heaven, 
without a vision of the spiritual truth it symbolized. Of this he was the dear 
eyed seer and a proclaimer to his generation of what Le saw.

Miles curry out his threat to resign if 
the army bill now before congress Ih»- 
comes a law or should he In* sum marl- ) 
ly retired there would be ended a most 
picturesque and brilliant military ca­ 
reer. 
It is a career that had its beginning 
over forty years ago when, as a tall 
young clerk in a Boston crookery store, 
he took the first step in the profession 
which was to bring him great renow n. 
Voting Miles was a born fighter. 
He 
laid an innate love of military affairs 
This led him in 1800 to Join a militia 
company. His first drillmaster was an 
old French officer in Boston. 
From that time on, when not selling 
[tots and pans, he spent his time in 
drill. Crockery had lost its charm. 
A 
soldier was born- The clerk had start­ 
l'd on the path to military glory. 
When Fort Sumter was fired upon, 
the young warrior was ready. Though 
still a mere youth, be was competent to 
command. He organized a company of 
volunteers and borrowed money to 
equip it. 
His extreme youth caused 
the governor of Massachusetts to re­ 
fuse him a captain’s commission, and 
he joined the Federal forces as a lieu­ 
tenant. In a few months he had proved 
his ability and was made captain. 
With tile Twenty-second Massachu­ 
setts he joined the Army of the Poto 
mac and promptly distinguished him 
self at Fair Oaks, where he was wound 
cd in the foot. General O. O. Howard 
in his report eominended him for gal 
taut act ion. The batties Allen’s Farm, 
Savage's Station, Glendale and Mal 
vent Hill followed. Captain Miles was 
in them all. 
General Caldwell, who 
commanded the brigade, praised him 
highly in his Official report. 
When tho gallantry of Colonel Bar 
low caused that officer to be promoted 
to the rank of brigadier geueral after 
Antiotam, Captain Miles was in turn 
promoted to be colonel of the Sixty 
first New York. 
He had reached this 
high command when less than two 
months beyond the age of twenty-two. 
In the battle of Fredericksburg he 
was wounded in the neck. 
When lit 


LIEUTENANT GENERAL NELSON A. MILES 
May, 18<-3, Hooker fought the battle of 
Chaucellorsville, Colonel Miles again 
performed most valuable service at a 
critical point and at a critical moment. 
The following day Miles was seriously 
wounded iii the groin. 
At Spotsylvania General Miles was 
still more hotly engaged. His brigade, 
wit ii tHat of Brooks, was in the first 
line of attack on tin* Confederate posi 
tion. The attack was made with great 
success. The iutrenclnnents were car 
l ied. Johnston’s division, several thou 
sand strong, twenty pieces of artillery 
and thirty stand of colors were cap 
tun d. 
General Miles had entered the army 
as a mere boy. He rose so rapidly dur­ 
ing the conflict that at its close he was 
a major general. 
Ile was then but 
twenty-six years of age. 
He had 
fought through all the great battles of 
the Army of the Potomac save one. 
General Miles was active until Un­ 
close of the war. 
In February, 18155, 
when lint twenty-six years old, he com­ 
manded the Second army corps, to 
which distinction he had risen by bril­ 
liant and daring work. 
Never before 
had an American officer at that age 
commanded so large a body of sol­ 
ders. 
Perhaps Hie world liest knows Gen­ 
eral Miles as an Indian fighter. 
His 
work on the frontier is so familiar and 
has been made so much more promi­ 
nent than were his achievements In 
the civil war that many forget his 
early fighting career. 
In this Impor­ 
tant work a belt of country extending 
from the Mexican to the Canadian bor­ 
ders and more than 400 miles wide 
was redeemed from the savages and 
given to civilization. 
General Milos 
was the directing head of the opera 
tion:; which accomplished this great 
result. 
Genera! Miles os senior major gener­ 
al succeeded to command of the army 
In 1805. 
In June, 1900, he was rais«*d 
to the rank of lieutenant general. 
He 
was born in Westminster, Mass., in 
1839. 
His wife was Mary Sherman, 
niece of General William Tecumseh 
Sherman.

other is that he bas a personal liking 
for him. 
The two men have a great 
deal In common. 
They have similar 
tastes, are both Harvard men and 
think alike on many questions. 
Another good reason for the selection 
Is that Mr. Moody is one of the most 
popular men in the house. 
In the cab­ 
inet he will be tin* connecting link be­ 
tween the executive and legislative 
branches of the government. The pres 
ent cabinet is handicapped In that t here 
Is no man In it who bas seen s e rv ic e 
In either branch of congress, which is 
rather a disadvantage. 
W illiam IL Moody w as born in New­ 
bury, Mass., fortynine years ago and 
Is therefore five years older than the 
president. 
He was graduated from 
Harvard In 1870, the year that Loose- 
volt entered the university. 
After Mr. Moody left college he set­ 
tled In Haverhill, Mass., and began the 
practice of law.

ries of corporate individualism. Tile feature of It which shocked people \> us 
that the individual should shake himself clear of the corporation-and assert 
his personal Independence. 
He began upon tho lyceum lecture platform in the days when it was a sort 
of university extension movement, with the first minds of tile nation iii its 
employ. Information was not of so much account as inspiration. A race that 
bad inherited the hearing ear through two centuries of sermonizing and the 
understanding mind by discussing sharp jaiints of doctrine was both f***l and 
entertained by the half ethical, half secular discourse w hich was poured out 
every week through tile winter in Ila* cities and lusher towns. 
I he best 
thought of the time was furnished at the lowest price to each hearer. More­ 
over, people could afford to listen to speculations from the weekday platform 
which would not have beeu tolerated i:i the Sunday pulpit. 
If tho speaker 
were only attractive, the audience and the lecture committee would take the 
risk of unorthodoxy in religion and politics. 
In 1836 he gathered up the residuum of his lecture thoughts in his first 
book, which he called “Nature” In a sense it may be regarded as tile decla­ 
ration of his lielief by a ur.ui who discarded creeds. It opens with deprecia­ 
tion of the traditionary iwctry, philosophy and religion and ail appeal for 
insight and an immediate revelation and ‘‘our own works and laws and wor­ 
ship.” “The universe is composed of nature and the soul, of me and the* not 
me. Through me. if I am in childlike .sympathy 'with nature, tho currents of 
universal being flow. 
I am part or parcel of Cod. 
I am not alone and 
unacknowledged. The grasses of the field mal to me; the boughs wave in the 
storm. 
The resulting delight proceeds from the 
harmony between man and nature, which always 
wears the colors of the spirit.” 
The essays which follow this first statement 
of his central proposition ar'* amplifications and 
restatements of it. o f the beauty of nature lie 
says: “Cive me health and a day and I will make 
the pomp of emperors ridiculous. 
The dawn is 
my Assyria, the sunset and moonrise my l’aphos 
and unimaginable realms of faerie; broad BOOD 
shall la* my England of the senses and Hie under­ 
standing: the night shall lie my Germany of n es­ 
tle philosophy and dreams.” 
A little later he 
comes to the Idealism which underlies ins some­ 
what mystical discourse and asks “whether na­ 
ture outwardly exists” or is tile human mind tho 
Emerson. 
receiver of certain “sensations which we call j-uii 
and moon, man anti woman, house and trade? Be nature what It may lie. it 
is ideal to me so h ug as I cannot try the accuracy of my senses.” His restate - 
meat of an old philosophic dogma had at least the fascination of a now 
phrasing, although its practical tests are apt to loosen it* hold on common 
minds when they try to call fire and water appearances instead of realities. 
But tile sage lias ills word of protest against burlesque conclusions and insists 
that the question of the absolute existence of nature still remains open, and if 
reason lie stimulated to more earnest vision tin- surface of things w ill become 
transparent and their causes aud spirits Im* seen through theta. 
I his dualism 
of nature lie then proceeds to explain aud illustrate by tile tendency of motion, 
poetry, science and religion, to affect our convictions of the reality of the 
external world. Ile »*oueludcs by adding 
that “the advantage oi tile ideal 
theory over Hie popular faitli Is that it presents tin* world in p r e c i s e l y that 
view which Is most desirable to th** mind,” to Im* accepted uh it is inurn! 
unquestioningly and as a part of tile lesson we are here to learn. 
Supple­ 
menting these phenomena ami the cause aud the end of their existence Is th** 
all pervading spirit, the present expositor of the divine mind. 
Tweke years were required to sell 500 copies of ‘ Nature,” lint Its readers 
were many, ami the commotion it unde corresponded to tin- stranger) ss of its 
doctrines. These were restated in clearer language before th.* scholars of 
Harvard In 1837 in un oration on the “American Scholar.” which Hr. Holmes 
was pleased to term “our intellectual declaration of Independence.” 
The 
speaker opened with the announcement that “our day of iud. pendent*, our 
long apprenticeship to the learning of other lands, d r a w s to a close” and took 
up his theme of “Man Thinking” as opposed to the parrot of other men's 
thoughts.

A leader had arisen who 
was to give a new direction to th.* thoughts of his comrades and to stir bi* 
antagonists to r* vising their ancient system of defenses. 
As an I aspirer aud quicken*!’ of thinking mimls Emerson was a special 
providence to American letters. Sonic considered him as an inscrutable visit;!- 
tion of Providence to Hew England and treated him accordingly, bot many 
were inclined to cull what they could not understand heresy, ami what they 
kuew was unorthodox they labeled ti-anaoeodeMallsm aud half hop**.! they 
should hear mon* of him. They could not resist th** gracious manner, til** 
benignant face. the sincerity, th** optimism, th** strong sense, the genial .spirit 
aud th** lofty intellectual flight of th** greateet thinker of his tint* in bls 
country. He appeared as tie* Importer of the outer world1* philosophy aiel its 
interpreter, as Longfellow had introduced th* legendary lore of Its poetry. 
Together th** two leaders gave tin* nation an Impulse in letters which radiated 
In several directions. 
After the publication of “Nature,” Iii IWW, he continued t o assembl** the 
best of his lectures In the form of essay*, a fir*t series in l t d and a second in 
1844. These wen* followed at irregular Intervals by “MGoellaules," “Repre­ 
sentative Men," "English Traits," “The Conduct of Life” and others down to 
the “Sovereignty of Ethics” lu 1878, twenty-four titles iii aU»ut forty five 
years of production, siMiunhig th** second urn! third quarters of th** ecutury.

It is a career that had its beginning 
over forty years ago when, as a tall 
young clerk in a Boston crockery store, 
he took the first step in the profession 
which was to bring him great renown. 
Young Miles was a born fighter. 
He 
had an innate love of military affairs 
This led him in INOC to Join a militia 
company. His first drillmaster was an 
old French officer In Boston. 
From that time on, when not selling 
pots and pans, he spent his time in 
drill. Crockery had lost Its charm. A 
soldier was born- The clerk had start­ 
ed on the puth to military glory. 
W hen Fort Sumter was fired upon. 
the young warrior was ready. Though 
still a mere youth, he was competent to 
| command. He organised a company of 
volunteers and borrowed money to 
equip it. 
His extreme youth caused 
the governor of Massachusetts to r* 
fuse him a captain’s commission, aud 
he joined the Federal forces as a lieu­ 
tenant. In a few months he had proved 
his ability and was made captain. 
With th** Twenty-second Massachu 
setts h** joined the Army of the Poto 
mac and promptly distinguished him 
self at Fair Oaks, where he was wound 
cd in the foot. General O. o. Howard 
in his report commended him for gal 
taut action. The battles Allen’s Farm, 
Savage’s Station, Glendale and Ma 
vern Hill followed. Captain Miles was 
in them all. 
General Caldwell, who 
commanded the brigade, praised him 
highly in his official report.

Tho present tendency from the country 
to the city is a natural result of present economic conditions.

is because city and factory furnish moro remunerative employment 
than farming or stock raising. 
We should not change this condition 
by converting them from food consumers to food producers, by 
lessening the demand and increasing the supply of food products. 
It is not to the benefit of farmers to increase tho number of farms.
